Plant  in  well-drained  soil,  five  or  six  inches  deep  in  light  soil  and  about  four 
inches  in  heavy  soil ;  at  least  two  inches  apart.  Can  be  planted  in  double  rows  by 
digging  a  trench  seven  or  eight  inches  wide  and  setting  the  bulbs  on  each  side,  flat 
end  down.  A  good  commercial  fertilizer  can  be  sprinkled  on  top  after  covering 
bulbs ;  then  keep  the  weeds  out  and  you  will  have  nice  Glads.
